Board signed Section 125 Premium Conversion Service Agreement 
between Town and John P. Foran Insurance Co. 


APPOINTMENTS 


Board voted to reappoint to Southborough Cultural Arts Council for 
two years Elizabeth A. Meyer, 18 High Street, her term to run from 
1/21/90 to 1/21/92. 


PERMITS 


Road Opening Permit was granted to Massachusetts Electric company 
for emergency work completed at construction site at the 
intersection of its Northboro Road Substation driveway and 
Northboro Road. This request was due to increased demand for 
electricity in the Southboro, Marlboro and Westboro area and so 
that Mass. Electric can meet its summer peak load in the year 
1990. 
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7:45 p.m. to 7:55 p.m. Board met with the Board of Cemetery 
Commissioners to discuss the position of Assistant Foreman. 
Present were: Chairman George Killam, Commissioners John Mauro and 
Commissioner Fred Quinn. Mr. Killam stated that this position has 
to be filled. He is not sure of when. He also stated that he 
would like this position filled at Step 4. The person who filled 
this position left the employ of the town and did not ask for a 
leave of absence. The Commissioners would like to rehire him at 
Step 4. Advisory Committee member Ron Larochelle stated that this 
is a bad time to fill a full-time position and that the Cemetery 
Department should use employees on hand. This position is covered 
under the NAGE contract and wages and hiring is under the juris- 
diction of the Board of Selectmen. MOTION was made by Selectman 
Baker, seconded by Chairman McAuliffe, and VOTED to take this 
matter under advisement until next Selectmen's meeting on Tuesday, 
February 6, 1990. 


7:55 p.m. to 8:25 p.m. Representative Barbara Gardner gave a 
status report to the Board. Subjects discussed were: Summary of 
Recent Municipal Law Changes, State budget deficit reduction plan, 
etc. Other subjects were: MBTA plans to go through Southborogh 
but perhaps stop in Westboro, sign ordered for Rt. 85/9 bridge and 
dedication ceremonies will be conducted there, all DPW work is on 
hold but design work is going on, etc. 


8:25 p.m. to 8:52 p.m. Bonnie Phaneuf speaking for herself and 
for the Southborough Housing Authority expressed concerns for 
adequate water for the homes in the area of the Brentwood project 
and also for the project itself. Fire Chief Frank Aspinwall 
stated that there is adequate water at this time but will be 
improved by the installation of the CDAG grant water rehabili- 
tation moneys. Water Supt. Donald Buzzell agreed. Mrs. Phaneuf 
requested that Water Supet. Donald Buzzell send a letter to the 
Southborough Housing Authority that there is adequate fire 
protection now in that area. 


8:52 p.m. to 9:15 p.m. Meeting with Constance V. Ross re grievance 
with NAGE contract, Article 15, page 14. Mrs. Ross stated that 
the literal translation of the contract states "Step". Chairman 
McAuliffe stated that he interprets that to mean step rate of pay. 
Mrs. Ross was at.Grade 8, Step 4 and was promoted to Grade 10. 
Selectmen voted to place her at Grade 10, Step 3. Assessors asked 
that Mrs. Ross be placed at Grade 10, Step 4. Mrs. Ross stated 
that she should be promoted at the same Step which is 4. 


MOTION was made by Selectman Baker that in light of the literal 
interpretation of the contract and the fact that it differs from 
the other contracts, that the Board resolve the grievance by 
placing Mrs. Ross at Step 4. 


“RW be 
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Selectman McAuliffe stated:, "Let... the record indicate that 
Selectman Baker has made a Motion to put Mrs. Ross at Step 4. She 
is currently at Step 3. A motion has been made. The Motion does 
not receive a second and therefore that Motion dies. 


I, therefore, make a Motion:that the Board of Selectmen deny the 
grievance that has been put forth to us by Connie Ross, and 
further state that it is the opinion of the Selectmen that they 
are, in fact, in accordance with;,the language of the contract and 
it is not an acceptable grievance." 


Selectman Baker suggested that the Board seek the feedback of the 
Town Counsel and that perhaps it would be in order for him to make 
a Motion that the Board send a letter to Mrs. Ross in compliance 
with Step 2 indicating that the 1 to 1 vote, in effect, rejected 
her grievance which would allow her then to proceed to Step 3 if 
she so chooses rather than leave this unresolved. 


Town Counsel stated that the. Board can't leave the matter 


unresolved. She has the right to go to the next step. 


Chairman McAuliffe: "I withdraw my motion." 


Five Minute Recess was declared. 


Selectman Baker stated that in light of the fact that there is a 


difference of opinion and the Board decision was split in its 
prior Motion by a 1 to 1 vote, he would make a MOTION that the 
Board. write a letter to the grievance indicating that the issue 
has :not been resolved, that the grievance has, in effect, been 
denied. by virtue of the 1 to 1 vote and encourage the grievant to 
seek Step 3 if that is her desire. 


Chairman McAuliffe seconded the Motion. 
VOTE: 2 TO O. Motion carried. 


9:15 p.m. to 9:25 p.m. Fire Chief Frank Aspinwall discussed his 
January 9, 1990 letter in which he asked the Board to consider 
additions and changes to the Fire Department's fee schedule. 


Item 

1 Monitoring of commercial building alarms. Chief 
Aspinwall wants to charge $300/year for the 24 alarms 
for commercial buildings. [town buildings would not be 
charged] 


2. Use of Fire Station rooms. Use by nontown boards would 
be charged $75 and Chief Aspinwall would like $15 of the 
$75 charge be given to Southborough Firefighters for 
depreciation of the furnishings which are owned by the 
Association. 
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3. Rate Structure for Ambulance Service. Town now charges 
$100 per call and $5 per loaded mile. Private ambulance 
companies charge @ $200 per call and $7 per loaded mile. 


4. Massachusetts Turnpike Authority contract. Contract has 


not been renewed since 1983. Chief Aspinwall believes 
the Town should increase its rates for service to the 
MTA. 


After discussing the above with Chief Aspinwall, Selectman Baker 
made a MOTION, seconded by Chairman McAuliffe and VOTED: 


Item l. That the Board postpone action on Item #1 until the 
receipt from Fire Chief Aspinwall of feedback from the 24 
alarm-holders. 


Item 2. That the Town implement Item #2 and charge a rate 
of $75 to nontown boards or groups. 


Item 3. That the Town implement Item #3 which would 
increase the ambulance fee to $132 and drop the loaded mile 
charge. 


Item 4. That the Board ask Chief Aspinwall to proceed in 
renegotiating a contract with Massachusetts Turnpike Authority and 
submit the proposed new contract to the Town Counsel for his 
review. 
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Board discussed Blue Cross PPO plan being offered to town 
employees. Mr. Griffin, Chairman of the Insurance Advisory 
Committee, stated that the Committee approves of offering this 
plan to town employees. Board voted to offer this plan to all 
town employees. 


Board asked Administrative Assistant to contract the Water 
Commissioners and ask if Water Supt. Donald Buzzell could 
represent the town to the Mass. Water Resources Authority. Mrs. 
Conlin to first check the legality of whether or not this 
representative has to be a Selectman.

Re: Cemetery Foreman Position. Selectmen voted to authorize the 
Cemetery Commissioners to make an offer to George Mooney at Step 3 
of Grade 9 assuming that in light of the fiscal constraint that it 
is appropriate to fill that position. Selectmen stated that this 
decision was made due to the very high recommendation of the 
Cemetery Commissioners and the vast amount of relevant experience 
of Mr. Mooney with the Cemetery Department. 


7:45 p.m. to 8:35 p.m. Conservation Commission members Joseph 
Bruso (Chairman) and Michael Jackson gave a presentation on its 
proposed Article on Wetlands for Annual Town Meeting 1990. They 
are speaking before several boards to get their feedback and plan 
to hold formal hearings next month. They met with the Planning 
Board last night. Selectmen read letter from Planning Board which 
stated at this time they would not back the proposed by-law. The 
Conservation Commission are planning to work out the points 
brought up by the Planning Board. Ed Lambert of Richards Road and 
Jack Bartolini of MacNeill Drive expressed their concerns. 


8:35 p.m. to 8:43 p.m. Chairman of the Southborough Housing 
Authority Marianne Geary explained why SHA turned down the site on 


Cordaville Road for special needs housing. This was not a 
suitable site. Board of Health had some concerns and three ponds 
were found there that were not shown on the map. SHA is still 
pursuing a site for this housing and want to be cautious where 
this housing will be placed. 
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8:44 p.m. to 9:00 p.m. Town Government Study Committee members 
Michael L. Backer (Chairman), Patricia Richardson and Katherine 
Stafford gave a brief report to the Selectmen and stated that they 
would like another year to wind up their study. They will give a 
report to the townspeople at the Annual Town Meeting re where they 
are and where they are going. They feel that at this time there 
is no need for a Charter Commission. 


Board discussed a new Bill (no number has been assigned yet) which 
would remove the governor's power to withhold final Chapter 70 
payment for FY '90 and prevent such attempts in the future. This 
would also prevent the governor "dumping" the state's fiscal 
budget problems on the cities and towns. Selectmen support this 
bill and asked Administrative Assistant to call our legislators 
and ask them to support the passage of this Bill. 


Board discussed request by Sen. William Golden asking the towns to 
place two nonbinding questions on the ballot this spring: (1) Do 
you oppose further cuts or withholding of local aid to your town? 
(2) Should the state share 40% of its revenue from growth taxes 
(income, state and corporate income) with towns and cities on a 
continuing and consistent basis to help support basic local 
services such as public safety, public health and education? 
Administrative Assistant will discuss the feasibility of this with 
the Town Clerk and report back to the Selectmen. 


Ed Lambert (28 Richards Road) asked the Selectmen to help him with 
a problem he has with wetlands on his property. The Selectmen 
will check this matter with Town Counsel and report back to Mr. 
Lambert within a week.

. $5,000. Assistant Appraiser/Assessor Arthur Holmes informed 
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Administrative Assistant Conlin that he will get in touch with 
appraisers with expertise in this kind of project. Mrs. Beals 
stated that the appraisal should be on the "raw land" - not as a 
golf course. Selectmen. Selectman Baker stated that he felt the 
role of the Selectmen should be a passive one. Mr. McAdow said 
that an appraisal must be made and only the Selectmen can accept 
the gift of an appraisal from St. Mark's. Selectman Baker made a

MOTION was made by Selectman Baker that the Board of 
Selectmen award a sum of: money to Horne & Hastings 
Associates, Inc. of 55 Linden Street, Worcester, MA to 
perform an appraisal of St. Mark's Golf Course to determine 
fair market value. It would make the awarding of this 
contract contingent upon the receipt of $5,200 from St. 
Mark's to the Town of Southborough to make sure that the 
money exists to pay for the contract. 


Chairman McAuliffe seconded the Motion. Vote Unanimous. 


Chairman McAuliffe stated that the motion be made subject to 
the Town of Southborough receiving a gift of $5,200 which 
will be placed into a special revenue account with the 
stipulation that if for any reason the expense is higher 
that St. Mark's would be liable for payment. 


MOTION was made by Selectman Baker that Horne & Hastings 
submit a statement with their estimate that indicates that 
they do not have any prior professional affiliation with St. 
Mark's to avoid any problems with potential conflicts. 


Chairman McAuliffe seconded the Motion. Vote Unanimous. 


MOTION was made by Selectman Baker that Town Counsel 
research the legality of an eminent domain proceeding given 
the facts as are known. The facts to be included in this 
question, when it is directed to Town Counsel, are the

timing of St. Mark's announcement of their intentions to 
develop the golf course; the source and the timing of the 
eminent domain idea. Town Counsel should have this 
information for us before Town Meeting.

He suggest we put down any 
specific concerns that we have or that we think might be 
asked at Town Meeting so that we would be fully prepared to 
address the neighbors' concerns. 


Selectman Baker's concerns are: what constitutes fair 
compensation, general legality of the taking, and whether 
eminent domain is an appropriate vehicle to oppose land 
owner's development?

This is our commitment to 
the preservation and conservation of Southborough's open space 
resources." 


7:45 p.m. to 8:12 p.m. Street Acceptance Hearing - Sadie Hutt 
Lane (Article 39, ATM 1990) with Planning Board and Highway 
Superintendent John Boland. Town Counsel Frederick Busconi was 
also present. Chairman McAuliffe read (1) letter dated March 21, 
1990 from Town Planner Wayne Thies listing the concerns of the 
Planning Board, and (2) letter dated January 16, 1990 listing the 
outstanding items of work necessary prior to acceptance ofsatdsede 
Hutt Lane as a public way.

benefits not provided for in the Salary Administration

Discussion: 


It was brought to our attention that the Chiefs have 

been getting benefits which their personnel get through 
employee contracts, but which are not provided for in 

the SAP. We met with your Board on 5/23/90. Both Chiefs 
explained that they were offered these additional benefits, 


by a previous Board of Selectmen, when they assumed their 
duties as Chiefs. 


We find no verbal or written support for this position. 
We believe that the proper course, for allowing benefits 
beyond what is offered in the SAP, would be to seek 


Personnel Board approval for such a variance under Section 
16, subsection H, of the SAP. 


We think reasons exist to warrant such a variance. Both 
Chiefs are the senior members of their departments. 
We think it is reasonable to maintain an appropriate 


wage and benefit buffer between the Chiefs and their 
subordinates. 


Recommendation: 


William J. Colleary Jr., Police Chief: 1. Wages, vacation 
time and all other conditions of employment should be 
governed by the Salary Administration Plan and Massachusetts 


Statute. 2. He should receive longevity pay in accordance 
with the police contract in effect at the time.

2. Recall Pay - define regular scheduled tour of duty, does 
it include regular schedule evening meetings or is a evening 
meeting a recall to work. Should an individual only receive a 
four hour minimum if he/she has worked eight hours. Now employees 
receive recall pay if they only work 20 hours a week and four 
hours a day. (NAGE p. 8 Article 9 Section (f). 


3. Drills - Eliminate compensation (Fire p. 9 Article X 
Section D. ) 


4. Transfers and Promotions - The words "his present step" 
should read his present rate. (NAGE p. 14 Article XV) 


5. Patrol Officer specialties - to be added Narcotics Officer 
(Police p. 17 A.) 


6. Court Officer & Scheduling - eliminate the words "that the 
Court Officer.......be equal with the other shifts. This would 
leave the discretion of scheduling to the chief. The Court 
officer could be on the four and two schedule. (Police p. 9 
Article X Section 1.) 


7. Job Posting - Simultaneous advertising an open position 
and posting at Town Hall rather than posting for ten days and then 
advertising. (NAGE p. 7 Article VIII) 
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8. Hours of Work and Overtime - Change back to a five days on 
and two days off instead of four day on and two days off. ( Police 
p. 9 Article X Section 1.) 


10. HMO Health Insurance Employee Contribution - Raise the 
contribution from 10% to a higher percent but less than 50%.(Fire 
p. 17 Article XVI Section 4, Highway p. 11 Insurance, NAGE p. 15 
Article XVI Insurance, Police p. 19 Article XV Section 4, Water p. 
11 Insurance. ) 


11. Vacation - decrease seven working days for a regular week 
to five working days. (Police p. 12 Article XI Vacation Time) 


12. Misc. benefits - Award the same benefits in all the 
contracts. 


13. Sick Time - Fifteen days, should be less? Only give five 
days and let the employee use it for vacation if not used for sick 
time.(Fire p. 16 Article xv Section 1, Highway p. 6, NAGE p. 11 
Article XIII, Police p. 19 Article XIV, p. 6 Sick Leave). 


Mr. Baker suggested and the committee agreed that all the 
Management rights clauses and employee right clauses be sent to D. 
Moschos so that he can quote a price to review these clauses.

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Defibrilator. Chief Aspinwall has a Memorandum of Understanding 
with Marlborough Hospital to use this equipment. The training 
will start within the next two weeks. Paramedics from Marlborough 
and Emerson Hospitals will be coming to Southborough to conduct 
the training. 


Emergency Number 911. This matter continues to be a problem. 
Chief Aspinwall estimated that from 20-25% of calls go through the 
Marlborough Dispatcher. He has ‘distributed stickers, has placed 
this information on Southborough's cable channel and has_ sent 
announcements to the newspapers. The 911 enhancer has been tied 
up in legislation for three years and it is not available at 
present. Problem with 911 is with duplicate street names in both 
Marlborough and Southborough. In an emergency, people hang up 
before stating which town they live in. Chief Aspinwall will 
continue to try to resolve this problem with Joe Barry of 
Marlborough and ask Joe to ask his Police Dispatchers to help to 
resolve the problem of Southborough calls going through 
Marlborough. 


Town-Owned underground Storage Tanks. 8:05 p.m. Selectmen Falconi 
left the table during this discussion due to a conflict of 


interest. Selectmen referred to a list of these tanks supplied 
by Fire Chief Aspinwall. Selectmen asked if the Chief had a plan 
to replace these tanks and the estimated cost. Chief Aspinwall 
had no plan in place. The Fire Department has a 2,000 gallon 
gasoline tank at Fire Headquarters, 21 Main Street, which is 12 
years old. He intends to remove this’ tank. Chief Aspinwall 
stated that the Highway diesel and gasoline tanks have to be 
upgraded. Re: Gasoline and diesel tank regulations - nothing 
says that you have to replace them. Fuel oil tanks are not 
required to be tested. However, you have to have an annual test. 
The life of a tank depends on the quality of the soil. If the 
soil is good, the tank could last 40 to 50 years; if the soil is 
bad, 10 to 15 years. All the tanks are steel which are considered 
bad. Tanks should be annually tested starting at 12 years. Mike 
Burnham, Chairman of Capital Budget Planning Committee, stated 
that as long as the tanks are not leaking there is no problem. It 
might cost about $50,000 to replace a 10,000 gallon tank and 
around $200,000 to clean up contaminated soil if there was a 
Significant leak. Therefore, it is best to replace the tank(s). 
Chief Aspinwall stated that he had no money in his budget for this 
purpose and suggested that a committee be formed to start to work 
on this problem. Chief Aspinwall will check the Neary School tank 
to see if it is still needed and might be removed. Chief 
Aspinwall stated that any tanks that are not being used will be 
removed. Mike Burnham stated that there should be an orderly tank 
replacement program in place. A memorandum will be drafted to 
Fire Chief Aspinwall with the following requests: 


Lt. Ask DEQE for an estimate of average time in which the 
steel tanks fail. 


Ze List what tanks can be eliminated. 
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3% Look at an orderly replacement program and what the cost 
associated with that replacement program would be. 


8:25 p.m. to 8:38 p.m. Wayne Thies, Town Planner gave a brief 
presentation re Marlborough West Area Master Plan. Marlborough 
West Area Citizens Advisory Committee (CAC) want to bring together 
the six communities and form a new CAC with elected officials from 
each community. Marlborough Mayor Hogan will head the new CAC. 
There will be a presentation on Thursday, October 4 at Marlborough 
Memorial Hall (3rd floor) from 7 p.m. to 9 p.m.

licenses to incorporate additional regulations. Sample letter was 
read into the record. Also present were representatives of 
Marlborough's Saving Lives Program (Alison Hartt) and MADD. The 
Saving Lives Program have a grant and will give Southborough the 
tags to put on the beer kegs. Most towns in the area are adopting 
this policy on a voluntary basis. Package store owner, William 
Fletcher dba Bill's Package Store, stated that he believed that 
adopting this policy would be overregulating. MOTION was made, 
seconded and unanimously VOTED to adopt the program on a voluntary 
basis, as follows: (This letter will go to all Liquor Licensees. ) 


Voluntary Keg Control Program 


At the request of Police Chief William Colleary, and in 
cooperation with the Marlboro Saving Lives' Program and area 
communities, the Board of Selectmen are asking for your 
voluntary cooperation with a Keg Control Program. 


The goal of this program is to curb the sale of kegs to 
patrons who would supply those kegs to minors. So called 
"keg parties" are a rising trend of grave concern to us all. 


We are asking you to institute the following voluntary 
programs: 


ae Require a $50 deposit on all keg sales; 


2s Place a numbered band (to be supplied by the Police 
Department) on all kegs sold; 


3. Keep a log on all keg sales showing the name, address 
and date of birth of buyers and the keg tag number; 
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4. Buyers who return kegs without the ID tag would forfeit 
their deposit of $50 - $25 to the store/$25 to the 
Southborough Dare Program. 


A letter will be sent to Hopkinton and Ashland asking them to 
participate on a voluntary basis. 
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In Lieu of Tax Payments. The Assessors suggested that they wish 
to be involved in the process either by establishing a criteria by 
which the in-lieu-of-tax payments are made or input such as a 
formal recommendation by the Assessors or an informal involvement 
through Arthur Holmes working with Janice Conlin.

McCallion of 9 Pinecone Lane gave the opening presentation (from

for the support of the Board of Selectmen to arrange a meeting 
with M.D.C. Commissioner Ilyas Bhatti and other appropriate 
parties, to discuss the impact of the firing range on Southborough 
residents and explore the relocation of this range to a more 
appropriate site.

Mr. Falconi moved to accept the Minutes of September 27, 1990 with 
the following amendments: Under the longevity for five years 
should be $250 rather than $500; Add "9. In the Police and Fire 
contract, restrict the grievence language to the four corners of 
the document." and "10. Eliminate the past practices in Police and 
Fire. Mr. Baker seconded the motion and the minutes’ were 
unanimously accepted. 


The committee agreed to offer 3% increases for FY 92 and FY 93.

2. Education - Insert the following in the Water and Highway: 

"All full-time employeees subject to the provisions of this 
contract who have earned credits leading to a degree while an 
employee of the Town in a field applicable to their position as 
determined by the department head, and the Board of Selectmen or 
their designated appointee, or the Appropriate Commissioners or 
Trustees, in a degree granting program from an accredited college 
or university, shall receive a one-time bonus, according to the 
following schedule:

Masters Degree.........$1,500.00 
A copy of the completed transcript or diploma or other appropriate 
evidence of the completed degree must be presented to the 
department head ;and a copy to the Board of Selectmen who shall 
maintain complete and ongoing records for participants."

To be eligible for holiday pay, an employee must work both his/her 
regular sheduled day preceding and his/her regular scheduled day 
following the holiday, or be excused from work pursuant to the 
provisions for absences with pay listed in the next section. 

An employee whose regular day off falls on a holiday may elect to 
have one day off with pay in the following week in lieu of holiday 
pay, providing the choice of day is approved by the Department 
Head." The following inserted in the Salary Administration Plan 
in addition to the above - "Details as to administrative policies 
and practices relative to holidays with pay shall be prepared and 
established under the direction of the Personnel Board." 


4. Sick Time - Insert into all contracts and salary admin. - 


(1) All regular full-time employees shall be entitled 
to fifteen (15) days sick leave per year, cumulative to a maximum 
of 165 days. Pay for each day of sick leave shall be at the rate 
of a regular day's pay. Absences on account of sickness in excess 
of that authorized may, at the discretion of the department head, 
be charged to vacation leave. Sick leave shall be payable only in 
cases of bona fide illness of non-work-related accident.

"The Management and direction of the working force are the 
acknowledged functions of management and are vested exclusively in 
the Town. This includes, but is not limited to, the ability to 
create new employee classifications; to conduct performance 
evaluation; to institute changes in technology, equipment, 
processes and systems; to subcontract work; to alter, add or 
eliminate existing methods, equipment, facilities, programs and 
employee classifications; the right to plan, direct, and control 
operation; to schedule and assign work; to choose the locations of 
its facilities, equipment, and department; to hire and lay-off 
employees; to suspend, demote, discipline and discharge employees 
for cause; to require reasonable hours of overtime; to establish 
and require employees to observe work rules and regulations. The 
Town shall continue to have the right to temporarily assign 
employees to tasks outside their current job descriptions. The 
foregoing enumeration of management rights shall not be deem to 
exclude other rights of management not specifically set forth. 
Police and Fire, Mr. Glynn will address. 


Mr. Glynn will deal with grievence language, past practice, and 
management rights in Police and Fire, also the benefit schedule on 
the Fire contract.

Mr. Baker moved that we direct the Town Treasurer/Collector and 
Assessors to meet and to assess the current business status and bank 
involvement of Kevin Giblin, Kaplan Management, Lawrence Glynn, Ball 
Corp. and six others at the discretion of the Assessors and the Town 
Treasurer/Collector and come back to the Selectmen with a 
recommendation. The motion was seconded and passed unanimously. 


Mary Guilford left the meeting and William Davis, Personnel Board 
and Lawrence Glynn, Advisory Board joined the meeting to discuss 
contract negotiations. 


Mr. Baker summarized for Mr. McAuliffe the actions taken by the 
committee: 


1. Revised the management rights, past practice clauses and 
grievance procedures as suggested by Atty. Moschos.

Education language needs to be clarified in Police and Fire.

open for business on Sunday, December 23 and Sunday, December 30, 
1990. William Fletcher of Bill's Package Store, Inc. stated the 
reason for his request was (1) most of the surrounding towns will 
be open both Sundays, and (2) the Federal Government has imposed a 
tax increase which will take effect January 1, 1990. To be open 
could be advantageous to everyone’ concerned. Since new 
information was provided, Selectman McAuliffe made a MOTION that 
the Board reconsider its vote taken on December 4, 1990 to deny 
request of Turnpike Food and Liquor Mart, Inc. and Bill's Package 
Store to open Sunday, December 23 and Sunday, December 30, 1990. 
Motion was seconded by Selectman Falconi. VOTE: 2 to 1 (Chairman 
Baker voted against). Motion carried. Selectman McAuliffe made a 
MOTION to allow Turnpike Food and Liquor Mart, Inc. and Bill's 
Package Store to open Sunday, December 23 and Sunday, December 
30, 1990 ONLY. Motion was seconded by Selectman Falconi. VOTE:2 
to 1. (Chairman Baker voted against). Motion carried. 
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8:05 p.m. to 8:18 p.m. Marina Kinchla (11 School Street) 


discussed her concerns re crosswalk signs being removed sometime 
in December and not being put back until after Memorial Day. She 
said that people are not stopping when people are in the 
crosswalk. The speed limit should be enforced. The problem time 


seems to be 8 am in the school area. Selectmen stated that 
Highway Supt. Boland had planned to attend this meeting but due to 
illness was unable to attend. He told the Administrative 


Assistant that they were removed to allow snowplowing. Police 
Chief Colleary said one of the problems is the type of paint used 
to paint the crosswalks - it fades through the winter. The Chief 
would like to be informed immediately if someone, including the 
Police cruisers, neglects to stop for someone in a crosswalk. 
Selectmen suggested that the only solution seems to be putting up 
permanent crosswalk signs at school locations and at other 
hazardous locations. Administrative Assistant to get a cost 
figure. 


8:18 p.m. Selectmen Falconi stated that due to a conflict of 
interest (he has a relative who is an abutter), he could not 
participate in the next meeting re Autosmith and left the Hearing 
Room at this time. 


8:19 p.m. to 8:45 p.m. Public Hearing was held on the application 
for a Class II License applied for by Custom Automotive 
Enterprizes, Inc. dba Autosmith, 264 Cordaville Road. Present for 
Autosmith were the owners Louis and Richard Aswad and their 
attorney, John McAuliffe (no conlict of interest). The reason for 
this hearing on this application was due to a lengthy history of 
complaints against the licensee from a variety of sources about 
their. having exceeded the scope of the ZBA Special Permit their 
predecessor received on November 15, 1982. Therefore, Chairman 
Baker .reviewed the ZBA decision and the file. Ch. Baker then read 
into the record Building Inspector Robert Garfield's memorandum 
dated December 18 which listed the vehicle count as of December 
18, 1990. Photographs were attached. Restrictions on the Special 
Permit are: (a) That no more than two cars be on the lot at any 
one given time. (b) No for sale signs on cars or property. (c) 
That the cars be held within the area shown on Assessors' Map 
(9-11). Chairman Baker stated that the neighbors are continually 
aggrieved with the Aswads and the previous owner as well due to 
the violations there. It is within the authority of the Board of 
Selectmen as the Licensing Authority to not issue this license if 
it desires to do so. 


Attorney McAuliffe gave a brief presentation. He explained that 
the cars on the lot were there to be repaired and not for sale. 
His client believed that the restriction "No for sale signs" meant 
a big sign saying so as opposed to a price in the windshield which 
is saying it is for sale without saying the words. MThe Aswads 
stated at one time they had more vehicles for sale than was 
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allowed but for a long time have had only two vehicles for sale at 
any one time. 


Abutters present - Robert Ashley (253 Cordaville Road), Rod 
Morrison (257 Cordaville Road) and Fred Kurzontkowski (259 
Cordaville Road) - stated that as many as 30 cars have been on the 
lot at one time and they feel this situation is detrimental to 
their properties. It was noted that the ZBA denied a Special 
Permit for 8 vehicles to be allowed for sale at any one time. The 
Selectmen stated that 2 cars only is the allowable limit and no 
for sale signs or pricing signs are allowed under the Special 
Permit. This cannot be changed. Chairman Baker stated that the 
Bldg. Inspector's memo listed 5 unregistered vehicles on the 
property. It seems unlikely that people who are coming to have 
their vehicles repaired are going to bring unregistered vehicles. 
It looks like more than two of the unregistered vehicles were in 
fact vehicles for sale which the Aswads say are vehicles there 
being repaired. 


Attorney McAuliffe stated that vehicles have been purchased 
through auctions. These need to be repaired before being sold. He 
believes there is nothing specific as to how many cars can be 
stored on the lot. It would be a hardship to revoke this license. 


The abutters stated that they could live with the current 
restrictions as long as the Aswads adhered to them without fail. 


Chairman Baker stated that the vehicles bought at auction and 
which might be repaired in anticipation of resale violates the 
spirit and intent of the Zoning Board of Appeals decision. It is 
not possible for the Selectmen to restrict the number of customer 
cars that are on site for repair nor do they have any desire to do 
that. It is the Board's responsibility to enforce the number of 
vehicles on site owned by the Aswads which are either being 
repaired in anticipation of being sold or being sold. That number 
is two (2) not five (5). The price in the window is clearly 
contrary to the intent of the ZBA decision. 


MOTION was made, seconded, and VOTED 2 to O (Sel. Falconi not 
present nor voting) that the Class II License be approved for a 
period of three (3) months until the first Tuesday in April (April 
2, 1991). As a condition of this approval to April 2: 


(1) The Aswads are required to maintain a log book listing 
the name and telephone number of owners; and description 
of the vehicles that are being kept on the property. This 
log book would be subject to review during reasonable 
business hours by the Agent of the Zoning Board of 
Appeals, the Building Inspector, 
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(2) Only two (2) vehicles are to be kept on the premises for 


sale. [This means that no additional unregistered 
vehicles can be kept for repair in anticipation of sale] 
and 


(3) There shall be no signs and no price information 
displayed on any of the vehicles being kept on the 
premises for sale. 


A letter incorporating the above vote will be sent via Certified 
Mail, Return Receipt Requested, to the licensee and Attorney 
McAuliffe.

Chairman Baker read into the record a letter dated December 12, 
1990 received from Michelle and David Watkins of 4 North Street as 
abutters to the group home for the mentally ill slated to be built 
on North Street. The letter raised a number of concerns which 
they would like addressed. Administrative Assistant stated that 
Highway Supt. John Boland has written a letter to the Southborough 
Housing Authority bringing to their attention that that road is in 
poor condition and that something would have to be done to the 
road to improve it so they would have proper access. The Housing 
Authority will address this issue in the planning process for this 
facility. The question is whether or not the State will incur the 
cost of improving the road or whether they expect the town to come 
up with funding to improve the road. The Selectmen feel that it 
is the State's responsibility to improve the road. The town does 
not have the funds nor the intention to improve the road. 
Selectmen instructed Administrative Assistant to follow through on 
this matter with Representative Barbara Gardner and the Watkins to 
see whether or not their concerns have been addressed. Selectmen 
unanimously VOTED that a letter be sent to Mr. and Mrs. Watkins 
stating that the Board strongly supports local siting of group 
houses for the mentally ill and mentally retarded citizens. The 
Watkins will be informed that siting decisions are made by the 
Southborugh Housing Authority and the State Department of Mental 
Health. Road maintenance recommendations will be made to the 
Southborough Housing Authority from Highway Supt. Boland and the 
Board of Selectmen. Housing Authority meetings are the 
appropriate forum for further discussion of the siting decision.

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7:30 p.m. Under M.G.L. Chapter 40, section 57, a public hearing 
was held on nonpayment of real estate taxes by Southville 
Associates, Inc. dba Carpenter's, Alan R. Wilcox, Manager, 1 
Southville Road (holder of Restaurant/All Alcoholic Beverages 
License). Mr. Wilcox was present. 


Chairman Baker explained that the purpose of this hearing was due 
to the fact that the law allows the Board to suspend, revoke or 
not reissue a license when there are outstanding real estate 
taxes. A December 24, 1990 letter from Treasurer/Collector Mary 
Guilford indicated that payments have been made in the amount of 
$3,505.42 on June 5, 1990 and $4,500 on December 21, 1990, 
totalling $8,005.42 which still left some unpaid real estate 
taxes.
